I the fire, others tried to dash upon him. 
Boards were carried and a large pile 
' made over the prostrate body. 
Thee 
soon were ignited and the terrible heat 
and lark of air quickly rendered the vic­ 
tim unconscious, bringing 
death a few 
minutes later. 
This terrible 
ceremony, 
out upon the rolling prairie, concluded 
the second tragedy upon th at spot, the 
terrible avenging of the first. 
Throughout the entire affair but little 
was said. 
As they had come prepared 
for the avenging, so the people of the 
eastern part of the state carried out 
their plan coolly and deliberately. There 
was not a hitch in the entire proceeding. 
Not a weapon was drawn; there was no 
angry discussion. 
After the tire had 
burned low they bade each other good 
night and they went home wltRBut stop­ 
ping to diacuaa tile affair. 
The train bearing the negro in custody 


of Sheriff Freeman and his deputies, a r­ 
rived in Limon at 3.45 p. rn. 
The cars 
were crowded with newspaper representa­ 
tives and people who were curious to see 
the negro executed. 
R. WA Frost, the 
murdered girl s father was one of the 
passengers. 
When the train stopped six­ 
teen men who had been selected by the 
vigilance committee 
entered 
the train 
and demanded the prisoner 
from 
the 
sheriff. 
Their every action was marked 
by calmness and determination. 
The officer protested in the name of the 
law’ and asked the men to allow* him to 
take his prisoner to the county Jail at 
Hugo, but his protests were disregarded. 
It was at first announced th a t the negro 
was to be executed by hanging. 
Many, 
including the father of the negro's vic­ 
tim protested th at such a death would 
be too eagy. and it was finally decided to 
leave the method of death to the outraged 
father. 
He decided upon burning at the 
stake. 
The train was then allowed to 
proceed and at Lake station about 3 miles 
from Limon and near the scene of the 
negro's crime, the party left the train 
and began preparations for the deed of 
vengeance. 
Wagons were dispatched for wood and 
upon their return a score of men as­ 
sisted in preparing for the fire. 
When 
a t last preparations were 
completed a 
further delay was m ade because it was 
known m any were on their way from 
Hugo and other parts of tho country to 
take p a rt in the affair.

m e som e tim e to g et th e house th o r ­ 
oughly cleansed,

ed and w hitew ashed since we

proved general Iv. T h e 
house
